WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The 
Persian government will soon send 
an “extraordinary envoy” to the 
United States to explain and eluc!i- 
date to the State Department that 
government's attitude regarding 
the murder of Vice-Consul Robert 
W. Imbrie by a fanatical mob in 
Teheran, and to relieve any ten- 
sion between the two governments 
due to the apparent fallure of the 
Persian authorities to carry out 
sentence of death against all the 
chief instigators of the crime. 

Bagher M. Kazemi, charge 
@’affaires of the Persian Legation 
here, tonight informed Acting Sec- 
retary of State Joseph C. Crew of 
this decision of his government and 
lasued a statement declaring that 
Persia had done its utmost to 
satisfy and indemnify the United 
States and Mrs. Imbrie and that 
friendship between the two coun- 
tries was one of the “essential poll 
cles of the present Persian gov- 
ernment. 


Although the State Department 
no comment to make on the 
latest Persian move, doubt was ex- 
pressed in some competent circles 
that the situation could be cleared 
up to the entire satisfaction of the 
American government through dis- 
cussion with the special envoys. It 
is anticipated that the United 
States will contend that the con- 
troversy is based on Persian pro- 
crastination in executing the two 
mob leaders whose guilt is held 
to have been established beyond 
doubt by Persion military and 
other courts and that the Per- 
sian gevernment’'s only possible 
course of action is to apply the 


sanctioned. 

In view of the opinion here that 
on the 
United States acts in this case will 
depend the safety of other diplo- 
mats an Christian nationals in 
various Near Eastern countries, it 
is @Xpected that the American 
government will ask for a rigid 
application of the law and will 
consider discussion of the matter 
of little use unless it tend« to- 
ward full satisfaction of this coun- 
try’s position.

ARRESTS PENDING IN 
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SECRET FEDERAL WARRANTS 
CHARGE VIOLATION OF

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 27.— 
Secret warrants of arrest, sald to 
contain the names of several mem- 
bers of the crew of the recently 
scuttled big steam yacht Guill 
were issued today by a Federal 
commission. Federal officers hint- 
ed that the vessel, which had a 
rich cargo of contrabrand liquor 
on board, might have been sunk 
in a mutiny. The warrants charged 
the men with violations of the 
Volstead Act. 

Thirteen members of the crew 
of the Guilia were picked up in 
two lifeboats by the steamer 
Brookings and brought here. When 
taken from the sea off the coast 
of San Luis Obispo county, the 
men asserted thev had scuttled the 
Guilla because she had no fuel for 
her engines and had liquor aboard.

RECOGNIZE 
JUST WARS 


Resolve That Christians 


May Engage in Conflicts of 
Such Nature 


(BY A. P. mam WIRE) 
CHICAGO, Oct. 27. — The 


United Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica. in biennial convention today 
adopted a resolution declaring that 
Christians should work for the pro- 
motion “through some agency” of 
international good will, but “may 
engage in just wars.” 

A number of delegates subse- 
quently signed a gatement dis- 
senting fro mthe resolution on the 
ground of its alleged “emphasis 
of the right of war.” 

“I speak not as an extreme pa- 
cifiet.” said Dr. J. A. W. „ 
president of Muhlenberg Col- 
lege, Allentown, Pa., one of the 
dissenting group, “but as one who 
attempts to read the signs of the 
times. The fundamental need to- 
day is not to declare that there 
are just wars, but to fight against 
the fundamental evils that cause 
wars.” 

The convention voted down a 
substitute submitted by the minis- 
tertum of Pennsylvania calling up- 
on the leaders of the nations “to 
resist political, economic and com- 
mercial incitements to war and 
to “suppress militarism and nation- 
al selfishness.” 

A resolution 
offered by Dr. W. J. Showalter of 
Washington, editor of the National 
Geographic Magazine, did not come 
to a vote. 

The convention unanimously 
adopted a resolution protesting 
against “suggestive and indecent 
moving pictures.”

RADICALS SEEN 
IN VOTE DEALS 


Barter for Democrats’ Aid in 
States Lost to Davis 


— — — 


Many Trades Reported Made 
in Congress Fights 


Independents to Back Some 
from Both Old Parties

CLEVELAND, Oct. 26.—la Fol- 
lette and Democratic leaders in 
several States are thinking of some 
things that neither dares to openly 
propose to the other. Cleveland, 
which ie the clearinghouse for 
both organized and irregular union 
labor agencies lined up back of the 
Wisconsin radical, privately hears 
much of these things. 
Some of the leaders in both 
groups think it wholly probable 
that before next Tuesday reciprocal 
proposals will be exchanged, and 
to some extent accepted, by the 
managers of La Follette and Davis. 
These proposals, which have been 
pretty comprehensively outlined to 
the leaders of organised labor sup- 
rting Mr. La Follette are three 
number. 
The first contemplates an agree- 
ment between the Davis and La 
Follette managers which will in- 
sure the latter the support of the 
Democratic organization North- 
western States where t latter 
party is at present in @ hopeless 
minority. This suggestion comes 
from La Follette’s most active eu- 
tenants, is indorsed by _ so of the 
officials of the American Pedera- 
tion of Labor of er sec- 
tion headed by Wa 8. Stone, 
and is not wholly ensive to 
Democratic leaders in Onio and 
several other Midwestern and 
Northwestern States. 


OUT TO BEAT PRESIDENT 


The sponsors of the suggestion 
have convinced themselves that the 
logic of the situation justifies any 
combination that will prevent 
President Coolidge from receiving 
a majority of the 531 votes in the 
Electoral College, and insure la 
Follette sufficient votes in States 
where he now is conceded to have 
the advantage over Davis. The 
votes of such States combined with 
those of the South will accomplish 
the desired result. 

Much as Democratic leaders de- 
sire to prevent Coolidge from win- 
ning few of them, according to in- 
formation reaching labor head- 
quarters here, are willing to con- 
tribute to the further demoraliza- 
tion of their party in the country. 
Therefore, it is quite probable that 
no serioug consideration will be 
given the scheme for a combina- 
tion of Democratic and La Fol- 
lette forces as affecting the Presi- 
dential contest. 

The second proposal, which finds 
favor with most of the labor units 
organized and outlaw, stands a 
much better chance of succeeding. 
The one objection that important 
Democratic leaders urge to it is 
that it will commit their party per- 
manently to support the radical 
policies of La liette in Congress 
and perhaps in future political un- 
dertakings outside of Washington. 

This proposal, briefly, is that in- 
dividual candidates for the Senate 
and House of Representatives 
re themselves to support the 

Follette program in return for 
votes which some of the Demo- 
cratic and a few Republican Sen- 
ate and House candidates will need 
to win next week. The fact is 
that tentative agreements between 
the La Follette managers and 
Democratic as well as Republican 
candidates for Congress already 
have been consummated and un- 
doubtedly will be carried out. 


REPUBLICANS SUPPORTED 

For instance, Senator Couzens, 
Republican candidate in Michigan, 
and Senator Brookhart, nominated 
as a Republican in Iowa, will re- 
ceive the vote of all of La Fol- 
lette sympathizers in their respec- 
tive States. To balance this Sena- 
tors Waleh of Massachusetts, 
Walsh of Montana and Adams in 
Colorado, all Democrats, will be 
supported by La Follette #sympa- 
thizers, according to rellable in- 
formation. 

If the information reaching labor 
headquarters in Cleveland is cor- 
rect thirty-two Republican and t- 
ty-seven Democratic candidates for 
the House of Representatives will 
be “helped out“ by the La Follette 
managers in their respective dis- 
tricts. Whether these candidates 
have committed themselves defi- 
nitely to the support of La Fol- 
lette’s policies is, of course, known 
only to themselves. 

It te quite probable that obliga- 
tions in this respect have taken the 
form of agreement to support legis- 
lative measures favorable to the la- 
bor cause and which La Follette 
naturally will espouse. In Ohio 
the labor units supporting the La 
Follette ticket in the Presfdential 
campaign have indorsed nineteen 
out of twenty-two candidates for 
the House. 

The third proposal which the la- 
bor organizations supporting La 
Follette are sponsoring contem- 
plates agreements with Democratic 
State leaders in contests for State 
and local offices. There is little 
question in the minds of spokes- 
men for the labor cause that La 
Follette and labor leaders acting 
jointly will throw their support to 
State candidates of both the regu- 
lar parties in exchange for votes 
for their Presidential candidate 
and advantages of more immedi- 
ate consequences to themselves

public eye. There is ample evi- 
dence that there have been a great 
many causes for dissetisions over 
questions involving the provision 
and disbursement of money raised 
by labor and regarding the extent 
te which labor committments to 
La Follette shall be carried out. 
All efforts to reach a mutual 
basis of agreement as to how the 
money contributed or raised from 
the assessment of labor organiza- 
tions snall be expended have 
failed. 

The managers of La Follette’s 
campaign have not been able to 
date to induce the trade units am- 
ated with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor or the sympathetic 
section of the railway  brother- 
hoods to turn over to them any of 
the funds collected to help the Ls 
Follette cause. The American 
Federation of Labor is spending 
its own money in its.own way to 
promote the political ambitions of 
the Wisconsin radical. This also 


is the case with the railroad 
brotherhoods. 
A certain amount has deen 


turned over by both to the La Fol- 
lette managers, but the bulk of 
the contributions of the labor war 
chest has been expended in a man- 
ner entirely independent of the 

Uns of the La Follette managers. 

he result has been that in some 
sections of the country the La Fol- 
lette campaign has ample funds 
to finance the campaign while in 
other sections La Follette mana- 
gers have been almost entirely 
without means. 

The result has been that tons of 
la Follette literature has been dis- 
tributed in some sections and none 
in others. This is the case in 
Ohlo. In Cleveland, which, next 
to Milwaukee, is supposed to be 
the most sympathetic industrial 
center of the La Follette cause, 
the 228,900 voters of Cuyahoga 
county, have been submerged with 
la Follette oropaganda. Thirty 
miles away such literature is un- 
known, 


STRATEGY CAUSES RIFT 


There also has been a marked 
division of opinion between 
the straight goods Fol- 
lette managers and the leaders 
of the labor groups supporting him 
regarding the line of strategy 
adoptei by the former. 

La Follette’s personal renuncia- 
tion of the Socialists in his speech 
in Illinois last week has displeased 
adherents of the Socialist cause in 
au the Middle Western States. 

The radical Presidential candi- 
date has been openly accused by 
spellbinders for the regular labor 
units of trying to curry favor with 
the mocrats, who are more in- 
terested in bringing about the de- 
feat of President Coolidge than in 
promoting the personal candidacy 
of Davis. That La Follette’s at- 
tack upon the Socialists has been 
received favorably by Democrats 
of this type is clearly evidenced by 
reports to the La Follette labor 
headquarters here. But the gen- 
eral effect of it in labor circles has 
not been so gratifying. One of 
the most important chieftains in 
the railroad group declared to the 
writer today that “there is a limit 
of endu-ance.” By this, he ex- 

lained, organized labor has more 
mportant objects of permanent 
character to attain then the pro- 
motion of La Follette’s personal 
ambitions. 

“One of these objects,” he said, 
“is to prevent the La Follette or 
any other party from taking over 
organized labor; the other is to 
preserve the independence of labor 
of Mr. La Follette or any other 
professional politician.”

That the stranger is a comet was 


in fact a comet or merely an aster- 
oid hasn't been determined, Prof. 
E. M. Frost, director of the Yerkes 
Observatory, said. There is a 
possibility that it is not a new- 
comer, but an unfamiliar asteroid 
forgotten by astronomers. Its 
course will be watched and 
checked against the courses of 
known asteroids.

On that occasion 
Gen. Haldeman was master of cere- 
monies and he there visualized a

WORKED FOR SHAFT 

When the idea of erecting « 
memoria! at the birthpleaee of the 
Confederacy’s leader was born at 
a reunion of the Orphan's Brigade, 
Gen. Haldeman immediately set 
about to bring the undertaking to 
a successful conclusion. He cam- 
paigned for funds for the shaft 
and conferred with those in charge 
of the work at frequent intervals. 

It was sald that he never missed 
a reunion of Confederate veterans. 
As commander of the veterans’ as- 
sociation of the Orphan's Brigade 
and mejor-general in command of 
the Kentucky Division, United 
Confederate Veterans, he was wide- 
ly known throughout the South. In 
recent years he chartered a spe- 
cial car to attend each veteran's 
reunion, taking from fAfteen to 
thirty lees-fortunate old goldiers 
along as his guests. 

While owner of the Times and 
Courier-Journal he established a 
pension fund for old and disabled 
employees, and, when the property 
as sold to Robert Worth Bing- 
ham a few years ago, the latter 
continued the policy. 

Gen. Haldeman married Miss 
Lizzie R. Offutt of Shelbyville, Ky.. 
and to them were born four chil- 
dren, of whom Mrs. Clara Bruce 

Ronnie of Loutsville and Mrs. Anne 
Eepenhain of Milwaukee survive.

The action, which was instituted 
by Lieutenant-Commander William 
B. Hetfield, on recruiting service 
in Los Angeles, through his attor- 
neys, Moore and Farraher, has 
caused widespread interest 
throughout naval circles.

Attorney Farra- 
her told Judge McCormick that 
the Secretary lssued a special order 
reading im part as follows: 

“The Secretary of the Navy is of 
the opinion that the holding of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
is decisive that the salary of an of- 
ficer is not subject to offset because 
of claims of the government. The 
Comptroller-General nolds the con- 
trary view. In order that officers 
Will not be deprived of sufficient 
fund’ to meet their current neces- 
sities it is hereby directed that se 
disbursing officer shall withhold 
more than 20 per cent of any offi- 
current pay without con- 
sent.” 

As a decision on the merits of 
the case will be of such vast im- 
portance in the Navy, R. L. Gloze, 
solicitor for the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral, and O0. R. McGuire, special 
assistant to the Attorney-General, 
made the trip from Washington to 
present the government's side of 
the matter.

The Evening Standard,’ which is 
the leading organ of the Conserva- 
tive party, “advises Australia, 
Canada and New Zealand to with- 
draw from the League immediate- 
ly. 

The Standard points out that if 
Australia, for instance, refused to 
submit to Japar.’s demand that it 
alter its policy regarding colored 
immigration, the British fleet 
might be called to blockade Aus- 
tralian ports in the name of the 
League.

former were northern sympathi- 
zers. The Kiangnan Dock and 
Enginneering Company is a Chi- 
nese government concern dur- 
ing the war constructed four 10,- 
000-ton cargo ships for the Unit- 
ed States under contract with the 
Shipping Board. 

The Kiangnan docks are located 
here next to the arsenal. The ac- 
tion of the local militarists lends 
support to persistent rumors that 
they intend to blow up the arsenal 
if they suffer defeat in the war 
with Kiangsy Province. 

The Peki government today 
filed a protest against the landing 
of a cargo of eighteen airplanes 
ordered Gen. Chang Tso of 
Mukden from France. 

These planes are said to be on 
a steamer now in Shanghai Har- 
bor. The Chinese government states 
that the airplanes are for war pur- 
poses and demands that the French 
Minister at Peking, as well as the 
Chinese Minister at Paris, take 


action preventing the plages from 


getting into the hands of Gen. 
Chang's forces. 

The Chinese government today 
approached the foreign directors 
of the Chinese customs and salt 
monopoly asking them to under- 
take the fiotation of a lean of 
$4,200,000 based on the German 
bonds recently surrendered to Chi- 
na through the Cino-German agree- 
ment. Marshal Wu Pei Fu, in com- 
mand of the Peking forces, made 
a personal request of the British 
finance officials in the employ of 
the Chinese government to attend 
to the matter at once.

SHALE OIL NEEDED 


Prof. Lester C. Uren of the 
mines and mining department of 
the University of California deliv- 
ered an address on “The Immi- 
nence of an Ol) Shale Industry in 
the United States.”

“A statistical review of the pe- 
troleum industry during the past 
fourteen years reveals the fact that 
both production and consumption 
have increased rapidly, but that 
the domestic supply for the period 
as a whole has failed to keep pace 
with the demand. It appears that 
production reached a peak in 1923 
and that the present year will wit- 
ness a modgrate decline in produe- 
tion which in conjunction with a 
normal increase in consumption 
will occasion an estimated deficit 
for the year 1924 of about 756,000,- 
000 barrels. This deficit will be 
approximately offset by oil im- 
ported from foreign sources of 
supply... It is shown also that 
while stocks of petroleum held in 
storage have increased to a high 
level during recent years, when 
measured in terme of current con- 
sumption, they are not abnormal.

JONESBORO (la.) Oct. 3.— 
Freeman Coleman, Dooker Boone 
and Willie Washington, negro 
moonshiners, were hanged here to- 
day for the murder on August 22 
of Sherif! E. M. Rentz of Jackson 
parish. 

They were executed simultane- 

ously on the e scaffold. Mrs. 
E. M. Rentz, widow of the late of- 
ficial, was admitted to the inclosure 
where the scaffold had been erect- 
ed a few minutes before the time 
fixed for the execution, and saw 
the negroes die. 
Tho. negroes were convicted at 
one of the shortest murder trials 
in the history of the State. The 
court convened at 10 Am., and a 
jury was obtained from the first 
seventeen veniremen examined. 
The State offered its testimony and 
concluded its case within an hour. 
while the defense occupied onty 
twenty-five minutes, its tWo Wit 
nesses, Boone and Washington, 
testifying that Coleman was the 
actual slayer.

that Canada and aAustralia had 
concluded «a referential tariff 
agreement for the benefit of Aus- 
tralian dried fruits. 

“A preferertial tariff was ready 
to be promulgated by Canada last 
spring.” Mr. Merritt said. “Sun- 
Maid is always watching such de- 
velopments throughout the world 
and protest was quickly started. 
Government officials in Washitg- 
ton proved splendidly helpful and 
the schedule, which I believe 
would have put 3 cents per pound 
duty on California raisins, was not 
promulgated. 

“In some of the Buropean coun- 
tries, notably Denmark and Aus- 
tria,. we also had some success in 
obtaining modifications of tariffs 
which were harmful to the raisin 
industry. We regard it as one of 
Sun-Maid's duties to the growers 
and to the State to afford such 
protection. Without Sun-Maid, 
there would be no organization of 
such power or. having broad 
enough interest in the growers as 
a whole, to go into foreign coun- 
tries and obtain better trade con- 
ditions. 

“Incidentally, we dont rely en- 
tirely on diplomatic procedure to 
protect Sun-Meid raisins in the 
Canadian market. As this tariff 
matter keeps bobbing up, we . are 
prosecuting in the Canadian mar- 
ket what we call a brand convic- 
tion campaign. I don’t mean a 
ng and selling campaign to con- 
vince Canad buyers that Sun 
Maid raisins are the best on 
earth, to. familiarize them with our 
trade-marks and packages so that 
ven. t the duty on raisins should 
increased, they would be win 
ing to pay the differential to ob- 
tain the superior Sun-Maid goods. 
In short. we are building perma- 
nently for the future.” 

Mr. Merritt declined to indicate 
what steps are being taken to pro- 
tect Sun-Maid against the proposed 
preferential. but indicated Sun-

MOTOR DRIVERS 
PSYCHOLOGIZED 


{(EXCLASIVE 
LOUISVILLE (Kr.) Oct. 3.— 
Experience has demonstrated that 
automobile drivers can be selected 
with such accuracy that the care- 


less, the incompetent and the 
nervous can be eliminated. Prof. 
A. J. Snow, psychology depart- 
ment, Northwestern University. 
Outlined today his experience in 
tests conducted with 2000 driv- 
ers for a Chicago taxicab com- 
pany to the 3000 men and women 
attending the thirteenth national 
safety congress of the National 
Safety Council in this city. 
“The difference between a safe 
and an unsafe driver lies either in 
his nature or his training.“ Prof. 
Snow stated. There are two ways 
in which an individual may be un- 
ate by nature: first, because he is 
mentally subnormal, and second, 
his nervous system does not permit 
normal rapid reaction to outside 
stimulants. Or it may be a Som- 
dination of the two. An indtvidual 
by birth may be incapable of com- 
mon good judgment: he may be 
an imbecile or an idiot, and also 
may not have the capacity to act 
rapidly enough in a normal situa- 
tion, much less in an emergency. 


DRIVERS ARE BORN 


“Where a fast reaction would 
prevent an accident, his reaction, 
A second or two late, would lead to 
& catastrophe. Such individuals, 
when applying for a driver's posi- 
tion, we can pity, but we dare not 
employ them—training, advice or 
tee intentions will not remake 

eir natures. 

“Other individuals are unsafe 
because of bad trainjng. They have 
formed habits which are bound to 
lead them into difficulties. New 
applicants or employees, who 
have developed habits which make 
them unsafe can be broken of 
them by proper training. A habit 
can be ken only by a proper 
change in the nervous system of 
the individual.” 

Prof. Snow outlined his tests as 
follows: 

“The first test is much like that

tention, observation, memory and 
ability to follow directions. He is 
asked to divide lines into various 

tions, to look at a sheet 

li of different objects and de- 
scribe them, to recognize opposite 
and similar problems. The appli- 
cant does not need to be an intel- 
lectual giant te pass these tests, 
but he must be able to carry out 
simple directions, recognize objects 
under unusual conditions, 
simple things and have a n 
memory.

@Govered and eliminated. 


TEST OF CAUTION 

“But intelligence is not the only 
@ualification of a safe driver. 4 
man may have a very alert mind 
and at the same time be habitual- 
ly careless and reckless. These two 
failings are largely a matter of 
babit and training—or, rather. lack 
of training. To test the driver's 
bump of caution he is taken into 
room and told to handle certain 
Objects and to perform certain 
operations. The manner in which 
he follows directions and the time 
he takes to do i are carefully 
noted. 

“But even if a man is naturally 
careful he may lose his head when 
confronted with an emergency. To 
determine his presence of mind he 
is told to operate an electric board 
which may give him an unexpected 
scare. He is cautioned before- 
hand to shut off the switch and 
step on which corresponds to the 
brake of an automobile if anything 
happens. This test is known as the 
Tear-time reaction’ test. The 
Artver's quickness and steadiness

The British economist Rowntree 
in his classic study of poverty in 
York, Eng., tound the life of the 
laborer was marked by “alternat- 
ing periods ot want and compara- 


unless his father were a skilled 
worker, the typical laborer, Rown- 
tree found, would probably be in 
poverty. This would last until he, 
or some of her brothers or sisters 
began to earn money and so aug- 
ment the father's wage. 

Then would follow a period in 
which the worker would be earn- 
ing money and living under his 
parents’ roof. This would be his 
chance to save. This period of 
comparative prosperity might con- 
tinue after marriage until he had 
two or three children, when v- 
erty would again overtake 
Poverty would last perhaps for 
ten years, or until the first child 
was 14 years of age and began 
to earn wages. While the children 
were earning, and before they left 
home to marry, the worker would 
enjoy another period of prosperity 
possibly. however, only to sink 
back again into poverty when his 
children had married and left him 
and he himself was too old to 
work. 

On the basis of his studies Rown- 
tree constructed a chart, which 
showed the worker's economic sta- 
tus at its lowest point at the 
of 13; at 20 to 25 it was high; 
by the age of 37 it had fallen 

y again; from the age of 
50 to 60 it was as high as from 
the ages of 20 to 25. Beyond 60, 
however, the income again fell off 
sharply. 

Rowntree’'s results are now strik- 
ingly confirmed by a direct study 
of American conditions just com- 
pleted for the United States pub- 
lic health service. In the families 
of 3884 women in twenty-four 
South Carolina cotton mill _vil- 
lages the investigators find that 
in the first few years of married 
life the family income is relatively 
high, for in the cotton-mill vil- 
lages it is customary for both the 
man and wife to work. 

With the coming of children, 
however, there is not only a re- 
duction of earnings but an increase 
of expenses. economic status 
of the family rapidly falls to a rela- 
tively low level and remains 
there for about ten or fifteen 
years until the children begin to 
work in the mills. :

ed States Public Health Service, 
however, found one important dif- 
ference from Rowntree. They found 
the economic status of the cotton- 
mill worker to be decidedly higher 
between the ages of 50 and 60 
even than between the ages from 
20 to 25. This is largely the result 
of the facts that in the late mid- 
die years the heads of a consider- 
able proportion of families are in 
the best paid occupations, and that 
in these years one or more of his 
married children live with the 
head of the family, forming a in- 
gle «evonomic group which has a 
large proportion of wage-cearning 
mem bers. 

While it does not follow that the 
economic cycle passed through by 
persons of a different and higher 
economle status corresponds in its 
ups and downs with that of York 
workers or South Carolina cotton

MRS. BOYLE 
MOVED OUT 
OF HOSPITAL

Woman, Who Fails to End 
Life, Says She is Second 
Wife of Author 


Reported to be considerably im- 
proved, but still il] enough to need 
attention, Elsie Thomas Boyle, 
who declares she is the second 
wife of Jack Boyle, author of the 
“Boston Blackie” magazine sto- 
ries, and who twice tried to take 
her life Thursday night, was re- 
moved from the General Hospital 
by friends yesterday afternoon 

The suicide attempts came on 
the night of the same day that 
Violet Charlotte Boyle, first wife 
of Boyle and who claims that she 
was never finally divorced from 
him, filed suit in the local courts 
here for separate maintenance, 
naming Elsie Thomas as an im- 
postor to the claim of Boyle's wife. 

Locking herself in a gas-filled 
room at 675 Franklin avenue, 
Elsie Thomas Boyle was found un- 
conscious by Hollywoed police of- 
ficers and taken to the Receiving 
Hospital. Partially revived, she is 
said to have declared that a quar- 
rel with Boyle over the affection 
he showered on two pet bears was 
responsible for the suicide attempt. 

In her suit for separate main- 
tenance, Violet Charlotte Boyle de- 
clared that she had filed suit for 
divorce in Colorado in August. 
1921; that the court had granted 
her first papers on the grounds of 
extreme cruelty and awarded her 
$150 a month alimony, but that 
the final decree had never been 
granted. A sum of $5000 was also 
paid her when the final decree was 
granted, she averred, and asked 
the local court to award her $2350 
back alimony. 

Boyle is reported to have told 
the police that the woman who at- 
tempted to take her life is really 
his wife. He declared that iil 
health prompted her action. Mrs. 
Boyle the second, a former Zieg- 
feld Follies dancer, said she mar- 
ried the author Greenwich, 
Ct., on July 12, 1922.

A Hard Job 

The business of mak- 
ing motion pictures and 
getting folks to pay 
money to see them after 
they are made is be- 
coming almost insup- 
portably difficult. 

This has been one of 
the toughest years in 
the history of the indus- 
try. And that’s not the 


worst. It looks very 
much as though Still 
tougher years were 
coming. 

The exhibitors say 
that it is the fault of the 
producers; that they 
lack courage in not

new stories. They keep putting out the same 
old stuff. One producer makes a killing with 
a flapper comedy; the others make a frantic 
rush after flapper stories until the public groans 
in agony. 

Big Names 

There is much that could be said in behalf of 
the producers and their problems; but I want 
to talk about the exhibitor and his difficulties 
right now. 

The trouble is, right now, that a good picture 
will no longer sell on its merits. 

What the exhibitor has to have now is a pic- 
ture with a “selling point.“ 

It is no longer so much a matter of pleasing 
them after they get in. The problem now is to 
get them into the theater. To tease them in. 

Any picture with Rodolph Valentino playing 
the lead would make money—no matter how 
bad the picture. 

On the other hand, an exhibitor could put on 
the best picture ever made in the world. It 
would “flop” unless it had either famous names 
in the cast, a suggestive and risque title like 
“Her Nigh. of Romance,” or some sensational 
selling point. 

Of course, they all realize that they are 
headed straight for a precipice. 

There aren’t enough famous names to go 
round. By constant use, they are wearing out 
the appeal of these famous names. 

Not only this; but each sensation that attracts 
3 to a pieture makes the next sensation 

arder.

1 write simply as a member of the “great un 
washed”—the stupid, uncritical, narrowly prejudiced 
mob of small-town middle westerners and eastern 
Puritans, who either swell your moving-picture audi- 
ences or don't, to tell you why we aren't coming to 
pictures so much any more.

Perhaps the outstanding instance of this 
form of “doubling” occurred in the produc. 
tion of “Trilby” by Richard Walton Tully 
last year. Offhand it would seem essential 
that the title character in the film verston 
have the beautiful feet accredited to her in 
the book. A search took the producer out 
of Hollywood's precincts and over to Paris, 
where he discovered in the person of An- 
dree Lafayette an actress who seemed to 
suit the requirements. 

When filming was started, however, some- 
body had «a change of heart. The cameras 
clicked on Miss Lafayette in all of the 
scenes in which Trilby appeared. but when 
close-ups of the heroine's feet were made 
the lenses were focused on the pedal ex- 
tremities of a substitute. It was a case of 
searching dramatic circles in this country 
and abroad for an actress with faultiess 
feet--and then, after having apparently 
found her, substituting the home-grown 
product for the close-ups.

In spite of this all-around utility, it some- 
times is the case that a substitute is used 
in place of the principal player, not because 
of her physical shortcomings, but for econ. 
omic reasons. Directors and producers 
accepting the dictum of the efficiency ex- 
perts, save the time of their high-salaried 
players by photographing, for example, the 
hands of a pretty extra girl for inserts 
seenes which show a close-up view of a len- 
ter or newspaper. Ordinarily, the star 
would pose for these close-ups, from one to 
a dozen of which are embodied in every 
picture, but under the more efficient ar- 
rangement she works on the main “set” 
while the substitute player does the routine 
insert work before another camera.
